DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The amendment filed on 8/24/1 1 has been fully considered and made of record. 

2. Applicant's Amendment (filed 8/24/1 1) has added new embodiment, which then 
necessitates new ground of Restriction presented in this Office action. 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U. S. C. 121: 

I. Claims 1, 3 and 4, drawn to a tape winding device, classified in class 29, subclass 
745; 

II. Claims 8 and 9, drawn to another tape winding device, classified in class 29, 
subclass 806. 

3. Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed for patentability with the limitation of each tension control roll installed on a flat surface 
of the tape winding flyer. The subcombination, Invention II, has separate utility such as using a 
disc-shaped base plate. 

4. Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these inventions 
listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and there would be a 
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serious search and examination burden if restriction were not required because one or more of 
the following reasons apply: 

(a) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 
classification; 

(b) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their recognized 
divergent subject matter; 

(c) the inventions require a different field of search (for example, searching different 
classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different search queries); 

(d) the prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be applicable to another 
invention; 

(e) the inventions are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 101 
and/or 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. 

Applicants are advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a invention to be examined even though the requirement may be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected 
invention. 

The election of an invention may be made with or without traverse. To reserve a right to 
petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not distinctly and specifically 
point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election shall be treated as an 
election without traverse. Traversal must be presented at the time of election in order to be 
considered timely.

In either 
instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence 
or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

Applicants are reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, 
the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 
1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.17(i). 

5. Since applicants have received an action on the merits for the originally presented or 
claimed invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 8 and 8 are withdrawn from consideration as 
being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

Applicants are required to cancel the nonelected claims 8 and 9 or take other appropriate 

action. 

An Office Action on the merits of Claims 1, 3 and 4 now follows. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

7. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Delobel et al (US 
4,663,928). 

Regarding claim 1, Delobel et al teach a machine for winding on a cable, comprising: 

• a tape feed section comprising a hollow shaft (Fig. 1, Exit Shaft End of Finished Tape 1) 
having a throughhole for passing a wire material (1) therethrough, 

• a tape pad secure part (Part of 3 at Wire Output) secured to the hollow shaft for fixing a 
tape pad (4) on which a tape body (5) is wound, and a first drive source (10 & 1 1) for 
driving rotatively the tape pad secure part; and 

• a tape winding section comprising a tape winding flyer (15) installed coaxially on an 
outside of the tape feed section in a rotatable manner, a plurality of tension control rolls 
(16 & 21) each installed on a flat surface of the tape winding flyer parallel with the 
hollow shaft, and a second drive source (20 & 17) connected to the tape winding flyer; 

• wherein the tape body (5) is supplied from the tape pad to the tape winding flyer 
with a rotation by the first drive source (10&ll),a tension of the tape body 
supplied to the tape winding flyer is being made constant by the plurality of the 
tension control rolls (6, 25 & 26), and 

• the tape body (5) being wound on the wire material at a tip of the hollow shaft by 
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a rotation of the second drive source (20 & 17). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 3 and 4 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

9. Applicants' arguments with respect to claim 1 have been considered but are moot in view 
of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicants' 
disclosure. 

Applicants' amendment necessitated the new ground of rejection and arguments 
presented in this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP
